ATLANTIC CITY, N-J. (AP) 


— President J/>hnson and Sen. 
Hubert H. Humphrey, in accept- 
ing the Democratic presidential 
and vice presidential nomina- 
tions, have taken a line unique 
in this generation. 


Without saying it flatly, they 


made the point that their fight 
in this campaign is not so much 
with the Republican party as 
with the supporters of Sen. Bar- 
ry Goldwater. 


In doing this they sought to 


make the Democratic party — 
by calling it a "people's party" 
and a 
"natipnal party" — a 


rallying point for all anti-Gold- 
water forcesJh-of out of the Re- 
publican party. '^ 
*;*''- '-*** 


But if Johnson and Humphrey 


follow the technique they used 
Thursday night at the Demo- 
cratic convention,'Johnson will 
be making lofty speeches with- 
out direct name-calling while 
Humphrey tries to hit Goldwat- 
er between the eyes. 


Johnson was mild, talking of 


the needs and the glorious possi- 
bilities of the future and never 
once mentioned either the Re- 
publicans 
or 
Goldwater 
by 


name. He presented himself as 
a man with his eyes on the fu- 
ture. 


The more earthy Humphrey 


talked of the here and now, in 
this case the fight against Gold- 
water 
whom he named 
by 


name. Like Johnson, Humphrey 
was gentle on the Republicans 
as a party. 


Item by item he mentioned 


major programs approved by 
Congress in the past few years 
in which he sajd Democrats and 
Republicans joined forces while 
Goldwater disapproved. 


Just how long Johnson retains 


his aloof and above-the-strife 
technique may depend on how 
soon, and to what degree, Gold- 
water starts to butt heads with 
him directly. Goldwater has not 
been reluctant to do this in the 
past. 


But while Johnson refrained 


from directly mentioning Gold- 
water by name, he made state- 
ments which could not be inter- 
preted as anything but swipes at 
the Arizona senator. 


"The contest today," Johnson 


said, "is not between liberals 
and conservatives, party and 
party, platform and platform. It 
is between those who see what 
can be and those who want only 
to maintain the status quo." 


He pitched his speech on the 


theme that the nation has a lot 
of unfinished business — partci- 
ularly programs in the social 
welfare field — and that under 
his leadership they would be ful- 
filled. 


Then, building up to the ob- 


lique 
assault 
on Goldwater, 


Johnson said that for 30 years 
men of both parties have "built 
a solid foundation for our pre- 
sent prosperity." 


He added: "Too many have 


worked too hard and too long to 
see this threatened now by poli- 
cies which promise to undo all 
we have done together."

local flying has moved from a 
"hobby affair" to predominate- 
ly business activity. There are 
14 planes kept in the hangar, 
and they belong to people from 
Hope and Nashville.

sociates, and one owned jointly 
by Mountaire Poultry Company,

Company,

Nashville pilots with planes 


there include Charles Turner

here. Gladney has recently ac- 
quired his late model

172, and he has it available for 
rent or charter. 


The local airport did a large 


maintenance business last year, 
illustrating its active operation. 
Pete Martin has been the chief 
mechanic for many years and 
is most capable. He and Mrs. 
Martin maintain residence 
at 


the airport, and he is on duty 
24 hours a day. 


The facilities at the airport 


are good with three 5,500 foot 
runways that are 150 feet wide. 
Earlier this month a unicorn 
system was installed which pro- 
vides radio-telephone communi- 
cation between the planes and 
ground.

Storm Hunting 
Satellite in 
Operation 
VANDENBERG AIR FORCE 


BASE, Calif (AP)-A Nimbus 
satellite shot into orbit today on 
a storm-hunting mission with 
cameras designed to take 2,000 
pictures a day. 


The 
830-pound 
spacecraft 


roared into the sky on the nose 
of 
a 
91-foot-tall 
Thor-Agena 


booster rocket at 1 a.m. 


The new Nimbus is equipped 


with television cameras similar 
to those that transmitted Ran- 
ger 7's closeup pictures of the 
moon back to earth. 


The satellite went into an el- 


liptical orbit rather than ths 
circular orbit at which it was 
aimed, the civilian space agency 
reported in Washington. 


It has a low point of 262 


miles and a high of 578 as it 
circles the earth in a polar or- 
bit, 
rather than the 575-mile 


high orbit planned. 


Space agency spokesmen said 


Ihe change in the orbit appar- 
ently resulted from a premature 
cutoff of the second burning pe- 
riod of the booster rocket. 


They added, however, that 


the Nimbus still will be able to 
take satisfactory cloud pictures 
and the deviation is not great 
enough to prevent 
successful 


achievement of the objectives of 
the first Nimbus launch. 


Pictures will be taken of most 


parts of the cloud cover at least 
once a day. Infared picture gear 
will permit night photography 
which is expected to improve

L Miss Kowaczek was piloting 
her brother, Peter, 19, and thejr 
father, Richard Kowaczek, 51, 
both of Chicago, on a fishing va- 
cation in a rented plane when 
they crashed Wednesday at 11,- 
500 feet altitude during heavy 
winds. The plane went down in 
the Silver Tip Basin, a few 
miles from the eastern edge of 
Yellowstone. 


_ Miss Kowaczek, who received 
her pilot's license a month ago, 
kept the blely of the plane up as 
it hit the peak. The maneuver 
probably saved her life, rescu- 
ers agreed. 


She was knocked unconscious 


and awoke to find her brother 
and father fatally injured. Roth 
said it appeared the teen-ager 
never moved after the impact 
but that the father may have 
lived long enough to crawl out 
ot the wreckage. 


The tiny brunette, suffering 


from a concussion and cuts and 
ruises, melted snow for water 
dragged some picnic supplies 
from the plane and tried to 
make a shelter of a suitcase. 
. The first night of near-freez- 
ing temperatures passed with 
search efforts thwarted because 
of wind. 


A search pilot spotted Miss 


Kowaczek 
Thursday .,. ,,.and 


tnougnt he saw another survivor 
as well. Sleeping bags, food and 
other 
survval 
gear 
were 


dropped, but she apparently 
couldn't find the food. The sec- 
ond night passed. 


When the rescuers, led by

rived, they found her holding an 
unopened can of soda pop. She 
asked Kinkade who he was and 
then asked for a can opener. 
She said she had been able to 
imd no more patches of snow to 
melt.

— three men riding, the fourth 
man on foot and leading a horse 
ridden by Miss Kowaczek

NFO Clashes 
With Others 
Selling Stock 


DBS MOINES, Iowa (AP) - 


Sporadic 
clashes by National 


Farmers Organization members 
with other farmers trying to de- 
liver their livestock to market 
in the Midwest have been ac- 
companied by one court re- 
straining order against NFO 
demonstrators. 


The first such action in In- 


diana was taken Thursday by 
Producers Stockyards of.Mont- 
pelier, Ind., when that buyer of 
meat animals obtained a tempo- 
rary order in Blackford County 
Circuit Court. 


The stockyard also sued for 


$50,000 damages, claiming NFO 
pickets 
threatened 
"violence 


and disorder." 


The NFO holding action in 23 


states entered the 10th day to- 
day, winding up the first mar- 
ket week in which short deliver- 
ies had caused prices to rise 
only to fall back later with the 
leveling off of receipts at ma- 
jor market terminals. 


At Muncie, Ind., Wayne Mil- 


ler, a national director for NFO, 
denied charges by the Montpe- 
lier firm and said the restrain- 
ing order would "just add fuel 
to the fire." 


An estimated 300 to 400 NFO 


sympathizers staged a yelling, 
jeering demonstration at Wau- 
kon, 
Iowa, where a Farm Bu- 


reau 
Service 
Company, 
FS 


Services, Inc., scheduled a live- 
stock auction at a marketing 
center. 


Sheriff's officers, Waukon po- 


lice and Iowa highway patrol- 
men stood by during the noisy, 
two - hour demonstration. Auc- 
tion officials said it interfered 
with proceedings, attended by 
about 200 other farmers. No ar- 
rests were made. 


Marketing c e n t e r officials 


said about 90 head of cattle 
were sold at the auction, about 
one fifth the normal number. 


Spokesmen for NFO national 


headquarters at Corning, Iowa, 
said they have pledged coopera- 
tion with law enforcement of- 
ficers and have urged NFO 
units 
everywhere to refrain 


from any violence. 


The NFO seeks to have live- 


stock buyers to sign contracts 
giving farmers basic prices of 
$'32.45 a hundredweight on cat- 
tle, $22.75 on hogs and $29.45 a 
hundredweight on sheep. These 
prices are well below current 
levels. 


Attempts to prevent livestock 


going through buying stations 
have been reported this week in 
Iowa, Illinois, Minnesota, South 
Dakota, North Dakota, Nebras- 
ka, Indiana and Kentucky.

English, Oanh said Maj. Gen. 
Nguyen Khanh is still South Viet 
Nam's premier but is now 
"sick" and recovering at the 
mountain resort of Dalat. 


The surprise announcement 


came only a few hours after 
government 
troops 
cracked 


down on armed rioters who had 
brought Saigon close to civil 
war between Buddhists and Ro- 
m a n Catholics.

The two days of mob rule left 


at least nine dead and scores 
injurred.

premier 
Khanh's deputy 


premier for finance, but he was 
never seriously regarded as A 
contender for the top job.

More Pictures 
of the Moon 
Are Released 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration 
released 
200 


more of the 4,316 Ranger 7 pic- 
tures of the moon today. 


To the layman they 
looked 


about the same as those made 
public a few hours after the 
spacecraft 
crashed into the 


moon July 31, taking photo- 
graphs up to impact.

But to the eyes of NASA's lu- 


nar programs 
director, 
Dr, 


Oran W. Nicks, and of Dr, Ger- 
ard Kuiper, lunar expert from 
the University of Arizona, they 
told much about the surface 
upon which Apollo 
spacecraft 


may be landing within this de- 
cade. 


And to Dr, William H. Picker- 


ing, director of the Jet Propul- 
sion Laboratory at Pasadena, 
Calif., they represented triumph 
over many obstacles in the de- 
velopment of a functioning Ban- 
ger spacecraft. 


The experts timed the release 


of additional Ranger shots with 
a NASA headquarters news con- 
ference designed to interpret 
the films. 


After its 68'/fe hour journey to 


the area of the moon, Ranger 7 
switched on its equipment for 
the final quarter-hour in which 
the shutters of the six television 
cameras clicked more than 4,- 
000 times. 


Kuiper said the experimenters 


would gladly have settled for 2,' 
000 usable photographs of the 
lunar surface. 


Instead, he said, they got 4,3Ji 


of such good detail that it will 
take three years to evaluate 
them thoroughly. 


One of the early television 


pictures, taken 15 minutes and 
six seconds before impact it an 
altitude of 1,163 miles, showed 
an area 260 miles wide.

Campaign 
Not New to 
Lady Bird

— Another campaign is nothing 
new for Lady Bird Johnson. 
She's thrived on them for 27 
years. 


In the nine months she's 


served as the nation's 32nd First 
Lady, Mrs. Johnson traveled 
about 35,000 miles across Amer- 
ica, helping to promote the ad- 
ministration of her husband, 
President Johnson. 


She barely paused from offi- 


cial and political travel to get to 
the convention. 


Some idea of the pace she 


maintains was shown in Mrs. 
Johnson's recent four-day West- 
ern tour in which she kept up an 
18-hour-a-day schedule. 


At 51, black-haired, brown- 


eyed Mrs. Johnson continues to 
have unusual energy and en- 
thusiasm for the tasks of greet- 
ing constituents and "people- 
seeing," as she calls her trips. 
And, she has a dogged devotion 
to duty. 


One reason for her trips, Mrs. 


Johnson explains, is that "sta- 
tistics only come alive when you 
see the people behind them." 


As a political wife, she proba- 


bly holds the title "bestKiuali- 
fied" from experience alone. 


She got a $10,000 advance on 


her inheritance from her father 
to back Johnson's first congres- 
sional campaign in 1937 — and 
she's been busy backing him 
everisince. 
, 


Catapulted into the White' 


House upon the assassination of 
President John F. Kennedy, she 
took on the role of First Lady 
with the smoothness and ease of 
long training in 
Washington 
ways. 


It is generally agreed that not 


since Eleanor Roosevelt, has a 
First Lady laken on so much or 
involved herself so keenly in the 
husband's projects. Mrs. John- 
son also serves as an extra set 
of eyes and ears to keep the 
man in the White House in- 
formed. 


Mrs. Johnson has overcome 


her own shyness and with some 
professional help has been per- 
fecting a smooth delivery of 
speeches, 
which lately have 


been taking on a more political 
tinge. 


_ Her greatest asset is the feel- 
ing of genuine warmth and in- 
terest that she displays on her 
trips and visits. 


Except 
that she's 
busier, 


being in the White House hasn't 
changed Mrs, Johnson. She still 
goes out to the hairdresser in- 
stead of having him come in. 
She manages to shop once in a 
while without being recognized. 
And she doesn't mind a bit 
being seen in the same dress 
more than once. In fact, she 
makes a point to say she thinks 
clothes should serve the person, 
not the other way around." 


She's still in the size 10 she's 


been for years, weighs about 114 
pounds, and keeps that way by 
dieting when needed, often on 
prunes and hardboiled eggs. 


Mostly Mrs. Johnson prefers 


not to wear hats, but she con- 
forms at all major functions. 


Only last week, she took a 
stolen moment," with 20-year- 


old daughter, Lynda, and the 
two strolled to the nearby Tidal 
Basin south of the White House 
and went out in a paddle boat to 
relax alone.
